THB HEW YORK SUNDAY LAW. 


The New York journals are very much 
exercised over the term “ necessary labor” 
in the new Sunday law provisions. 
They 
wish to define what is necessary, and 
they cannot come to an agreement. 
This 
is not to be wondered st. 
Opinions as to 
w hat is necessary will differ according to 
differences of view and character. 
One 
man will hold thiDgs to be necessary which 
another will think quite superfluous. 
And 
though in theory the code has nothing to 
do with religious considerations, in practice 
it will be found impossible to eliminate 
them. 
The object of the law, it is said, is 
“ to secure to the masses undisturbed en­ 
jo y m e n t of the day of re st;” but how 
th at can be done if the masses are prohib­ 
ited from using the steamers and cars on 
Sunday, it is difficult to comprehend. 
It 
is suggested that magistrates must settle 
the question of what constitutes “ neces­ 
sary labor ” for themselves ; and this ap- 
pjara to be inevitable. 
But the law has 
been drawn so loosely in this particular 
th at there is opportunity for the exercise 
of very mnch vexatious and offensive inter* 
terferencc with all mannerof oecu pations, at d 
the indications arc that the people of New 
York will be heartily tired of their Sunday 
law before it has been six months in opera­ 
tion. 


SPIR ITU A LISM 
IN 
BOHEMIA. 


I t is said that at Trontmon, Bohemia, 
fifty Spiritualists have been summoned toap- 
pear before a magistrate, the alleged reascn 
being that a number of people have become 
deranged through excessive excitemement 
about the alleged superuatural phenomena. 
They must be an nnusually weak-beaded 
people in Bohemia, or perhaps the an- 
thorities there are more rigorous in their 
definitions of derangement than in this 
country. 
Here it is found that indulgence 
in spiritualism sends few people to the 
asylums, though it may perhaps occa­ 
sionally 
increase 
the 
noble army of 
“ cranks” whose eccentricities fall short 
of justification lor a Commission of L u­ 
nacy. 
But the best way, and the only 
right way, to deal with popular move­ 
ments of this sort, is to let them alone. 
The truth can bo trusted to- develop itself 
in the long run, and repressive measures 
never stop inquiries of the kind. 


THE 
REGULAR 
CROP 
OF CHRISTMAS 
MURDERS. 


Every Christmas there is a regular crop 
of murders, growing out of the celebration 
of the festival. 
This ¡ car the crop appeals 
to have been unusually large. 
A dispatch 
received yesterday calls it “ an epidemic 
“ of murder,” but that is a rather lcoie 
phrase. 
Here, however, is s partial list, 
as transmitted by the telegraph : Chicago 
led cff with tbo killing of a Bohemian 
named Nory. 
(In this case the victim died 
at the hands of his own brother.) 
A t 
Grand Forks, D. T., James Saunders was 
shot by George Colby in a drunken quarrel. 
In Cincinnati Jam es Chomley was killed 
by his bosom friend, both being drunk. 
A t Scranton, Fa., a member of the Town 
Ccnncil was ehot in a row. 
A t Lafayette, 
Indiana, Charles Reeve was killed in a 
saloon brawl. 
In Peoria Frank Ander­ 
son was fatally stabbed by Charles Smith. 
Two Georgia farmers were killed by a des­ 
perado in a saloon. 
In Pern, Illinois, a 
desperado fired into a crowd in a saloon, 
and killed a man. 
Then a policeman killed 
the murderer. 
Reports of murders are 
also received from Atlanta, Georgia, Cin­ 
cinnati, New York, Palmetto, Georgia, Pe­ 
tersburg, Virginia, Little Rock, Arkansas, 
Galveston, Texas, South Charleston, Ohio, 
and Lafayette, Indiana, where two girls 
were shot. 
This is a pretty list of mur­ 
ders for Christmas reading, and it is only a 
partial one. 
Add to it the long catalogue 
of other Christmas crimes and misdemean­ 
ors ; the endless array of assaults, mere or 
less serious, and the swarms of cases of 
intoxication which crowd every station- 
house and Police Court in the country at 
this season of the year; and the tout ensemble 
is certainly not creditable to onr civiliza­ 
tion. 
Drink is the inciting cause of nine out of 
ten of these m urders aud other offenses. 
Tens of thousands of men have no higher 
idea of celebrating Christmas than to get 
as drunk as possible, and having filled 
themselves full of bad whisky, a large pro­ 
portion of them begin to make trouble for 
themselves 
and 
their 
companions. 
A 
beastlier way of spending Christmas than 
this cannot be conceived, and yet it is an 
insult to beasts to liken to them the human 
beings who thus deliberately degrade them ­ 
selves. 
There are at the present day 
many thinkers who hold that immortality 
is not the common heritage of the human 
race, but that it must bo won by those 
who are to enjoy it. 
This is the ancient 
faith of India, indeed, and it is held by the 
Buddhists and the Thibetan Brotherhood. 
B at if it be trae th at only those can hope 
for im mortality who have cultivated their 
spiritual part, what kind of prospect must 
be before the degraded and besotted peo­ 
ple who think th at Christmas is only an 
excuse for drunkenness ? W hat m ast be 
the destiny cf those whose lives are cat short 
by knife or bullet in the midst of drunken 
brawls? 
A Hindoo mystic would an­ 
swer th at question very promptly, by 
affirming th at SGch souls are either ex­ 
tinguished altogether, or reborn into lower 
organisms. 
But drink is the pestilent agency by 
which at the close of every year scores of 
wretches are hurried into eternity, and 
other scores are branded with the ma:k of 
Cain. 
I t has recently been argued by a 
lover of paradox that drunkenness is a 
good thing, and not to be interfered with, 
because it operates always to dispose of 
the weakest and most worthless mem­ 
bers of the community, and therefore 
facilitates the work of natural selection 
and the survival of the fittest. 
And cer­ 
tainly some support seems to be given to 
this theory by the character of those who 
are usually the victims in these cases. 
But the theory for all th at is Dot sound, 
and it assuredly is the duty cf Society to 
inquire seriously into the evils w hose con­ 
sequences are thus brought into such lurid 
relief. 
I t appears plain enough that those 
who imagine the sentiments proper to 
Christmas to be compatible with bouts of 
drunkenness, diversified with homicide, 
must be lamentably in w ant of enlighten­ 
ment. 
I t seems also th at the habit of 
carrying deadly weapons must be extend­ 
ing, since a few years ago, though doubt­ 
less there was as much Christmas de­ 
bauchery, yet the riots of the season were 
commonly productive of no worse results 
than bruises and torn clothiog. 
Now, 
however, everybody carries a revolver, 
and w hat is worse, everybody is prepared 
to use it upon small provocation. 
But what can be done to diminish these 
disgraceful and deplorable crimes? 
So 
long as the American people think it no 
shame to spend six hundred millions a 
year in "drink, there is very little hope of 
impressing the lower and more embruted 
classes with the necessity for moral reform. 
There was a time when the United States 
conld point the finger of scorn at Great 
Britain, because of her statistics of drunk­ 
enness, but th at time has passed away, 
and now we keep onr prisons and peniten­ 
tiaries and cemeteries full, by our own 
absorptive capacity. 
Of conree it is not 
possible to apply remedial measures to these 
evils so long as public opinion remains 
apstkctic, but it is clear that before we 
can as a people rise into a higher pi me of 
civilization ; before we can become worthy 
“ heirs of all the ages, in the foremost 
“ files of tim e,” we shall have to take this 
question of national drunkenness in hand, 
and deal with it seriously, and as it de­ 
mands to be treated. 
Meantime the actnal 
facts of the situation may be studied with 
poafc by such as tend to optimism, and 
who have persuaded themselves that even • 
thing was going on as well as possible, 
an ! that no changes deserving mention 
were required to tit tho average American 
citizsn for the most advanced Heaven thus 
far postulated.
